e Talk with your child about the ideas addressed in the story.

where they are, and what they are doing. 


e Read with expression, pointing to each word. You may want to 
read the whole story through and then revisit parts of the story 


to ensure that the meanings of words or phrases are understood. 


e Talk about why the character did what he or she did and what 
your child would do in that situation. 


| * Help your child connect with characters and events in the story. 
Remember, reading with your child should be fun, not forced. 


Each moment spent reading with your child is a priceless 
investment in his or her literacy life.
